When it s time for school bells to ring. 


most 
adults feel the urge to toss 
a

pearls of wisdom in the direction of those 


about to pursue their education further. 
This is a normal reaction and a healthy 


one if the advice is offered in a friendly 


and well-meaning manner 
Our “ pearls of wisdom'* are being tossed 
earlier than

they may do some good in the proper places 
at the proper time 
We’ll leave the routine — study hard, obey 
your teachers, etc —to the others

room — 
in other words, dropping out of 


school 
The temptation will be the greater if the 
summer has been pleasant and an occas­ 
ional paycheck has added to the joy of liv­ 
ing; or, to the other extreme, if things have 
gone wrong and the outlook seems dismal.

This devout Hugenot firmly believed that "the talents a man hrs received from 
God, he should endeavor to multiply, following His commandment." 
Faith of such caliber enabled him to face an even greater test later in life. At 
the height of his career, when he was patronized by the royal court and named 
' inventor of rustic pottery to the king and the queen-mother," Palissy suddenly found 
himself imprisoned for his faith. The kin£ said he was compelled to turn him over to 
his enemies and pleaded with him to compromise his beliefs.

Here they abandon true liberal­

His pinch single and 


homer in this year's All-Star gam es brought trem endous ovations. 


He ranks second only to Babe Ruth in extra-base hits and behind only 


Ruth and Ty Cobb in total bases. He has played in m ore consecutive games 


(895) than any other N ational Leaguer. 


Here, then, is Stan's farew ell to baseball, the gam e he loved and the 


game he played as few did in the long history of the national pastime. 


I 
know it sounds unbelievable, but to me the greatest thrill in baseball has 
been just putting on a big-league uniform day after day. So it figures 
that the toughest moment for me is taking it of! for the last time. 
E xcept for reunions or special occasions, I doubt that you’ll see my red No. 6 
after this season because the St. Louis C ardinals have said they plan to 
retire it—and I know th at I have no intention of returning as m anager 
or coach. 
M anaging is too tough. You have to be too many things to too 
m any people. Mostly you have to be unpleasant more than I care 
to be. I never disliked anyone, not even the pitchers I tried 
blast o u t of the box every tim e I stepped up to the plate. 
You see, the kick out of ju st playing baseball was even 
greater to me than the satisfaction of having been a poor 
kid from western Pennsylvania who became famous and 
w ealthy. Imagine getting paid so much to play a boy’s 
game, a game other m en regretfully outgrow only 
because they have to earn a living. 
I’m proud that I’ve becom e prom inent. I’m happy 
because my mother is pleased, my wife Lil, and our 
children—or at least three of our four. I’m afraid 
little Jeannie, just 
came along too late to see 
the “old m an” hit one. Come to think of it, though, 
my roly-poly youngest may show me a little more 
respect than my son Dick did the evening I burst 
through the door, head high, after becoming the first player 
to hit five home runs in a double-header. 
“Gee, Dad,” said Dick, then 13, “they m ust have been 
throw ing you fat pitches today!” 
Dick is nearly 20 now, a track 
m an and premedical student 
at N otre Dame University. 
I learned that blood really 
was thicker than w ater 
the first time I saw him 
play prep-school foot­ 
ball, and watched with 
great pride as he broke away on a long touchdown run. 
I think I was more excited then than the day the C ardinals upset the New 


York Yankees to win the World Series in 1942, my first full 
season in the m ajors. They say I alm ost bawled like a baby 
when Lil and I left New York for Donora that night We had 
earned more in that W orld-Series w eek—$6,000 -than I d 
been paid all season. 
My daughters G eraldine, 15, and Janet. IO, have seen to it, too, 
that my retirem ent w on’t come as a com plete letdown 
they've 
never let me get too high! Three years ago w hen the Cardinals made 
a surprising pennant bid. and I won my seventh batting title, I 
might have had my ego fattened in som e homes. 
But my girls w eren’t interested in my .351 average. They 
were only interested in having me bring home to dinner 
our phenomenal rookie pitcher Von McDaniel, 18, and the 
Cardinal’s handsom e bachelor who played second base. 
Don Blasingame, another bobby-sox idol. 
D uring those w onderful years when I was fast 
enough to get some “leg” hits along with the 
line drives against and over the fences, I knew 
there had to be a day w hen the speed would go, 
when the bases would seem more than 90 feet apart, and the base 
paths uphill all the way. But it was hard, I confess, to admit I was 
an old Musial rather than the Musial of old. 
I wanted to keep going because the thrill of putting on that uni­ 
form was still there. I especially w anted to put together a per­ 
formance this season so I could bow out gracefully. I’ve always 
tried to be a team man first and to consider myself second, 
but I confess I found riding the bench extrem ely hard to 
take, I know now, even m ore than before, that I couldn’t 
sit there as coach or m anager, powerless to help with 
my glove or bat. I’m just not a cheerleader. 
Baseball was always fun. Not now, though 
not 
when there’s a question whether I can 
help or h u rt a club or there’s a doubt 
that I return value, dollar for dollar, 
with interest. 
lf this, then, 
is to be my last inning and the time to take off my uniform. I at 
least

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The Man Who Captured Eichmann Tells: 


CfiHow We Hunted Down The 


In this exclusive interview from Israel, a veteran undercover 


agent reveals the dramatic 15-year man hunt 


for Hitler's Gestapo chief who murdered six million Jews

■ Millions of persons who still recall with horror 
the entries which Nazi Germany committed against 
humanity during World War ll were electrified 
recently when the Gestapo officer charged with 
directing the exterm ination of six million Jews 
was captured in Argentina. His name is Adolf 
Eichmann, and his arrest climaxed a 15-year 
search for personal vengeance by Tuvia Fried­ 
mann, a Polish Jew whose family was killed by 
the Nazis, and who now is director of the Nazi 
War Crimes Documentation Center in Israel. In 
this exclusive Family W eekly interview with an 
Israeli newsman, Friedmann tells for the first 
time the full story of Eichmann’s capture. 


H a if a , I s r a e l — 


Mr. Friedmann, hon did you dii*cnwr that 
Fiehinanti wan in Argentina? 


A couple of former Nazis released from prison 
in G erm any drank too much in a M unich beer hall 
and complained that Eichm ann was enjoying free­ 
dom while they had to serve time for carrying out 
his orders. Their complaints reached Israeli opera­ 
tives, and for money Eichm ann’s former com rades 
turned informers. 
All they could say was that their form er chief 
was “som ewhere in South Am erica.” But at least 
our search was narrow ed down to a certain 
geographical location. 
Then there was the m atter of Eichm ann’s wife 
Veronica. She tried to renew her A ustrian pass­ 
port, but Israeli agents w ere tipped off. They 
learned she was in Buenos Aires illegally. Agents 
converged on Buenos Aires but decided to make 
Eichm ann feel safe by spreading the story that he 
was in K uw ait in the M iddle East. 
Then I received a letter from another G erm an 
resident of Buenos Aires inform ing us: “I heard 
that you are looking for Adolf Eichmann in Kuwait. 
Well, let me tell you he is not in K uw ait; he is 
here, and for $10,000 I’ll tell you w here.’ 
A week later, an Israeli operative carrying my 
reply knocked at the door of the letter w riter, and 
two weeks later a volunteer commando group was 
on its way to Buenos Aires. 


Why didn't (trad go through Argentine legal 
channels to get Eichmann? 


Our operators decided that A rgentina would not 
turn him over to us. Eichmann had many influen­ 
tial friends in the Argentine adm inistration who 
would have tipped him off that an extradition re ­ 
quest had been filed. He would have escaped and 
gone underground again. It was decided that moral 
right and historical justice overrode legal and po­ 
litical considerations. 


What is Eichmann'* present situation? 


He is under guard in a m axim um -security prison 
in northern Israel. He is eager to talk and impli­ 
cate his form er Nazi friends. But whenever he 
goes off on a tangent to whitewash himself, eye­ 
witnesses are brought in to refresh his memory. 
In return for his cooperation, Eichmann gets the 
best kosher food from the officers’ kitchen; he has 
air conditioning in his cell, fresh linens, a soft 
mattress, and even perfumed shaving cream. 


W hut were the experiences you had during 
World Vt ar ll which made vou swear vengeance 
against Eiehmunn und other Nazi war criminals? 


In Septem ber, 1939, Nazi troops overran my 
home town of Radom, Poland My parents and 
brothers were killed in Nazi concentration camps 
under Adolf Eichmann. I was 16 and strong, so 
they let me live, doing slave labor work until I be­ 
came exhausted with the starvation diet. 


U hat did your captors do then? 


One day a guard took me behind the camp ad­ 
ministration office and showed me packaging 
materials. They ordered me to wrap parcels to be 
sent by the cam p officers to their families in 
Germany. 
Like most Nazis, our guards were not only 
toiturers but thieves as well. They stole every­ 
thing not nailed down and mailed it to Germany. 
They were not even ashamed to send victims’ 
clothes, jew elry, gold teeth, or watches. 
W ithout realizing what I was doing, I memorized 
the officers’ mailing addresses. When all the parcels 
were ready, I suddenly got an idea: why should I 
resign myself to death? Why not try to escape and 


avenge the m urder of my people? If a final ac­ 
counting ever came, it would be helpful to re­ 
m em ber w here the m urderers lived. 
I did such good work on the parcels that it be­ 
came my duty to wrap the Nazis’ loot In a few 
months, I knew w here most of my torturers lived 
in Germ any. 


But how dill you escape? 


I joined some prisoners who planned a mass 
breakout. We dug a tunnel under the electrified 
barbed w ire and below the m achine guns on the 
watchtowers. But, unfortunately, only a few of us 
managed to escape. 


Once outside, I joined a group of Polish guer­ 
rillas and fought with them until G e r m a n y 's sui 
render. I was then transferred to the spei tai 
security service of Polish Intelligence with tilt* 
task of ferreting out fugitive Nazi war criminals 
along the Baltic coast. In less than two months. I 
arrested more than 1,000, mostly Gestapo and SS 
members. 
I was thanked personally by G eneral Korczynski, 
the chief of the Polish Secret Security Service, 
and became his good friend. A bout a year later, 
he w arned me to get out of Comm unist Poland 
while I still could and provided me with the 
necessary documents. 


^ here did you go? 


Like m any other Jew ish refugees, I went to 
Vienna. I had amassed considerable experience in 
N azi-hunting and, with the addresses I had memo­ 
rized in camp, I was valuable. W ith other agents, 
I caught more than 200 SS and Gestapo office is 
including a few senior generals and gauleiters 
(Nazi governors). 
We handed them over either to the Russians anc 
Poles, who sum m arily hanged them , or to th* 
Americans and British, who jailed them. But on* 
prize eluded me— Adolf Eichmann. 
I began hunting Eichmann in Vienna in 1946 
We never believed stories about his death. Bn ‘wa 
I mean undercover operatives of the Israeli Seen 
Service in Europe under the leadership of Ashet 
A rthur B en-N athan, now director-general of til 
Israeli Defense M inistry. 
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NO. I NAZI BUTCHER” 


W hat w ere 
the events 
leadin g 
u p to Kieh- 


m ann's rap tu re ? 


Eichmann succeeded in hiding under our noses 
in Austria and Germany for about five years. 
First, he hid in an American POW camp, posing as 
a soldier named Eckmann. He escaped the camp 
and hid with the family of the SS trooper whose 
identity he had assumed. He also spent about three 
years in a woodcutter’s cabin in Germ any. 
When he felt safe, he contacted the secret Nazi 
underground— headed by Gestapo General Muel­ 
ler, Deputy Fuehrer Bormann, and SS Colonel 
Otto Skorzeny. They helped him get out. 


W hat were you d oin g m ea n w h ile t 


I had arrived in Israel with trunkloads of files, 
dossiers, and documents on war criminals still at 
large and set up the Nazi War Crim es Documenta­ 
tion Center. 
But it took me IO years to catch up with Eich­ 
mann and then only when our undercover oper­ 
ative Henry Diamant (code name “M anus"), a 
former guerrilla fighter, got friendly with one of 
Eichmann’s former girl friends, a Mrs. Misen- 
bacher. She ran a small hotel in the Austrian town 
of Duppei. “Manus” went to stay at the hotel and 
started courting the widow. 
For love and money, Mrs. Misenbacher pro- 
- 
duced Eichmann’s photograph and love letters. 
This was a real prize because when Eichmann 
saw the end of Germany in sight, he began plan­ 
ning his eventual escape. 
First, he wanted to get rid of all surviving wit­ 
nesses, so he toured Nazi-occupied Europe and 
ordered the mass execution of any Jews left. Next, 
he filled several suitcases with jew elry and money, 
which he had extorted or confiscated from his 


victims. 
Third, he collected genuine foreign passports, in 
various names and identities, travel documents to 
neutral countries, and the like. 
Fourth, he destroyed all his photographs, letters, 
signed orders, fingerprint samples, medical record 
files, and service dossiers. 
Therefore, no matter how hard we looked, we 
couldn’t have gotten far without discovering how 
Eichmann and his handwriting looked. 


W hat wan yo u r next step? 


Well, we were tipped off that the Russians had 
captured some secret Gestapo archives in Berlin. 
I went to Berlin and got Eichmann’s service file 
and medical record. The Nazis did everything in 
duplicate or even triplicate. Eichmann probably 
forgot that a copy of his records was available in 
the 
Gestapo 
headquarters 
on 
Prinz 
Albrecht 
Strasse in Berlin. 


W hat did these d ocu m en ts show ? 


They gave us an accurate picture of Eichmann’s 
dental work, a record of his birthmarks, scars, and 
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other 
identification 
marks. 
His 
secret SS blood group mark, tat­ 
tooed under his left armpit, was 
also recorded there, as were X -ray 
pictures of a broken knee and 
fractured 
leg 
bones. 
He 
could 
change his external appearance by 
plastic surgery, but his dental and 
medical record were his doom. 
In fact, the first thing Israeli 
secret agents did when they grabbed 
Eichmann was to strip him and 
check whether they had the right 
man. Eichmann was under the im­ 
pression he was being taken for 
routine questioning by the A rgen­ 
tine police. He did not realize who 
his captors were until they finished 
examining him and told him in 
German: 
“You are Adolf Eich­ 
mann, and we are Jewish agents, 
taking you for trial in the State of 
Israel.” When Eichmann heard this, 
he fainted. He was rushed to Israel, 
still dazed and in a state of shock. 
The Israeli agents who trapped 
him were surprised by Eichmann’s 
cringing servility towards his cap­ 
tors. But to me, Adolf Eichmann 
personifies the typical Nazi coward. 


Is it true that he was born in 
Palestine and 
Hebrew? 


No. Eichmann was born in So- 
lingen, West Germany, but mi­ 
grated to Austria. In 1937, the 
Nazis sent Eichmann to Palestine to 
learn Hebrew, study Jewish habits, 
and 
“adopt 
himself 
to 
typical 
Jewish 
mentality.” 
But 
British 
authorities, who then ruled Pales­ 
tine, expelled him. He was there 
only two or three days. 
Upon his return to Berlin, Eich­ 
mann hired a Jewish rabbi as a 
private Hebrew teacher. He knows 
a smattering of Hebrew, some Yid­ 
dish expressions, and has an over­ 
all knowledge of Jewish customs. 
Eichmann ordered his teacher shot 
when his study course was over. 


Why did he study Hebrew? 


Prim arily to avoid armed resist­ 
ance when his squads moved in to 
execute entire Jewish communities. 
Eichmann had a pleasant manner 
when he wanted to use it. By 
speaking 
softly, 
using 
Hebrew 
words and Yiddish expressions, and 
showing a knowledge of Jewish 
customs, he usually succeeded in 
lulling the suspicions of the Jewish 
elders, whom he summoned to or­ 
ganize the “resettlement ’—as the 
Nazis called their one-way trips to 
the gas chambers. 


Why did Eichmann hate Jew*? 


Ironically, Eichmann never had 
any rational reasons for hating 
Jews. They say Hitler became an 
anti-Semite because a Jewish art 


expert ridiculed his work when 
Hitler tried to become a portrait 
painter. But Eichmann never came 
into personal contact with Jews 
until they became his victims. 
Perhaps the explanation of his 
cruelty lies in the fact that as a 
youngster. Eichmann was a dismal 
failure. He suffered from a hate- 
filled inferiority complex, and when 
he found out that Jews could be 
bullied and even killed with im­ 
punity under the Nazi regime, he 
made an all-out effort to become 
the biggest Jew -killer of the Nazi 
Reich. In this he succeeded. 


How 
long do you think 
the 
Eichm ann trial will last? 


At least a year. But as far as I am 
concerned, Eichmann’s capture and 
his forthcoming trial are only the 
opening skirmish in the final battle 
for justice against all remaining 
fugitive Nazis. 
It is true that Eichmann was my 
No. I target. But there are still 
many war criminals free. I have 
mentioned only a few. 
I have a black list of some 700 
Nazis whom I must find—Gestapo 
doctors who performed hideous 
medical experiments on 
Jewish 
women and children, SS concen- 
tration-camp commandants, exter­ 
mination-center officials. I will not 
rest until I help bring to justice the 
very last Nazi war criminal. 
I do not work for a salary. My 
wife, who is an eye doctor, must 
work to support herself, me, and

n D e c e m b e r , 1956, two Olympic champions—one from the 
United States, the other from behind the Iron C u rtain — 
fell in love w hile competing at th e summer O lym pics in 
Melbourne, A ustralia. 
But for H arold Vincent C onnolly of Boston, Mass., who 
won the ham m er-throw event, and for Olga Fikotova, who 
walked away w ith the honors in th e discus com petition, the 
future looked dark. She was denied permission to leave 
her native Czechoslovakia to m arry him. 
Harold followed Olga to P rag u e and for three weeks 
pleaded with officials to let him take her to his country. 
Finally, sym pathetic world opinion on both sides of the 
Iron C urtain forced officials to change their stand. 
Three w eeks after Harold a rriv ed in Prague and a day 
before his visa expired, their public wedding was w itnessed 
with more enthusiasm by the local population than any 
similar event since early postw ar days. 
And then the young couple dropped out of sight. 
What has becom e of them? 
I found the answ ers in an exclusive interview for f a m i l y 


w e e k l y when I met them in S an ta Monica, Calif., shortly 
before they left for Europe to participate in the Olympics 
again—this tim e as members of th e same team. O lga, who 


has just won her A m erican citizenship, is now eligible to 
com pete for the Stars and Stripes. 
Two weeks after H arold and Olga arrived in the United 
States, he went back to teaching English and social studies 
at a Boston high school, w hile she tried to resum e her m edi­ 
cal training. 
U nfortunately, there 
was one major 
problem : 
Olga 
couldn’t understand a single word! “Her English was so 
poor,” H arold recalls, “th at when she came here, she could 
understand only me. ” 
A few m onths after settling rn Boston, H arold and Olga 
flew' to Los Angeles to participate in a track m eet at the 
Los Angeles Coliseum. Olga fell in love with California and 
kept after Harold to move West. He soon gave in. 
A friend and fellow Olym pic athlete, P arry O ’Brien, who 
is the assistant m anager of a Beverly Hills bank, got Harold 
a job as ninth-grade English teacher at John Adams Junior 
High School in Santa Monica, an apartm ent they could 
afford, and enough fu rn itu re to get by. 
By this time, Olga had progressed sufficiently in English 
to accept a job as a laboratory technician at UCLA's medical 
school research departm ent, attend citizenship classes at 
night, and take a course in biochemistry which, she hopes, 
will enable her to pass the National Medical Board Exam i­ 
nations and enroll at the UCLA medical school in the near

future. All this—plus rigorous training for 
the 1960 Olympics! 
The A m erican way of training for the 
Olympics is quite different from Czecho­ 
slovakia’s, according to Olga. She has both 
praise and misgivings about the differences 
Here athletes train on their own and, says 
Olga, have to be far more dedicated to keep 
up the furious pace. On the other hand, 
under the state-controlled system , training 
is done in groups, with teams supported by 
the governm ent. The state provides special 
funds, training camps, medical care, time 
cif from w ork,and other inducem ents. As 
an athlete, Olga likes that. 
Also, she feels that sports are overem pha­ 
sized in Iron C urtain countries to a point 
where an athlete who has outlived his use­ 
fulness often has no other skills to live by. 
Financially, the Connollys have difficul­ 
ties They don’t earn much, and their baby­ 
sitter and training expenses have been 
considerable. They used their only “real 
savings”—a $200 tax refund—to buy a TV 
set for Olga’s parents in Prague. 


Having the Fikotovas come to the United 
States would make their happiness com­ 
plete, Olga says. She is an only child, her 
father is on a small pension, and her 
m other, who suffers from chronic bron­ 
chitis, must work to help support him. 
“We are terribly worried what will hap­ 
pen if she can’t work any longer,” Harold 
says. “For the past two years, we’ve ap ­ 
pealed to just about every high government 
official in Czechoslovakia to bring them 
here. We were never turned down. We 
just didn’t get any answ er!” 


He hesitated a moment before he con­ 
tinued gravely: “W e’ve never talked about 
this for publication, but we can’t put it off 
any longer. Maybe if our plight is told in

ing. After all, it was public opinion that got 
Olga and myself perm ission to get m arried.”

for her parents,
